To the editor: After reading many 
versions of the story about die lock- 
downs at the schools, April 29, on 
Facebook, I am making a comment 
which I know will not be popular. 

Let me start by saying, I have 
children at Fieldcrest ES - so yes, we 
were involved. I was on alert, but I 
was willing to wait for the school to 
contact me if and when it would have 
been necessary (and they did that 
in a note that came home with the 
children). 

I would rather the staff be occupied 
with keeping our children safe 
during the incident, than dealing 


with hysterical phone calls from 
parents demanding answers. 
Fieldcrest has over 900 children 
- never mind the population at 
both high schools. Thinking that 
each and every parent has a right 
to an immediate phone call about 
the incident is madness. As one 
person posted, the information 
was immediately available at the 
South Simcoe Twitter account, and 
by the time the postings started on 
Facebook the incident was over. 

Was it scary? Absolutely! But panic 
and indignation never solve anything 
in these circumstances. 

A few parents have previously stated 
on Facebook how “concerned” they 
are that our schools have to teach 
Red Alert drills to children starting 
in IK, and that they are not sure they 
approve of this procedure. The April 
29 incident is the perfect example of 
why it is done. 

I have supported and continue 
to support tile Red Alert drills the 
schools introduced after Columbine. 
Yes, we are in Canada - but a 
border on a map will never stop an 
individual from a similar heinous act. 
Yesterday, there was no mass panic, 
herding 900 plus children at the last 
minute into safe positions; the staff 
and students knew what to do - and 
went right back to their normal 
activities without incident, once the 
all-clear was sounded. 


Is it a sad statement of our society 
that we need to prepare our children 
for such an event in our schools? Of 
course it is. But I would rather our 
children deal with society as it is 
and be safe, than be ignorant and a 
target.

Switching to 
Barrie Dispatch 

Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire 
& Emergency Services will be 
contracting with Barrie Fire for full¬ 
time Dispatch Services, effective June 

Innisfil has already made the switch 
from being dispatched by South 
Simcoe Police, to Barrie, and "things 
went along very smoothly,” said Fire 
Chief Kevin Gallant. “I'm expecting a 
smooth transition. I know Barrie Fire 
can already hear us.” 

And if there are any glitches, “it's not 
like South Simcoe Police are going to 
mm off the switch on us.” He noted, 
“South Simcoe Police and Chief 
Beazley have been excellent to us.” 
Chief Gallant acknowledged that 
the contract comes at a higher cost 
than the current police dispatch - 
estimated at $58,000 per year, plus up 
to $44,000 in one-time start-up costs. 
Some of those costs have included 
upgrades to the radio system and 
changes to the records management 
software, from Fire Pro currently in 
use, to Fire House, used by Barrie. 
“There's definite advantages (with 
the new software). That’s why we’re 
biting the bullet now,” Gallant 
said, explaining that the reason 
for switching dispatch services is 
“looking forward to the future, in 
regards to capability... The other 
main driver is health and safety.” 
Having full-time dispatch services, 
trained in Fire terminology, is the 
key, he said. "For us, as a department 
growing, our best option was to go 
with Barrie Fire. The real issues are in 
regards to health and safety, and in 
regards to future needs.” 

The contract was sole-sourced to 
Barrie Fire, based on the experience 
of Innisfil Fire & Rescue. Their call for 
proposals received only 2 responses 
- from South Simcoe Police, and 
Barrie Fire. 

Chief Gallant noted that Barrie 
already handles dispatch services 
for 15 Fire Services, and said he was 
“pretty confident” that they could 
handle any problems, including 
duplicate street names. A training 
simulation is planned, before the 
whole system goes operational. 

“We’ll be going up there and running 
some scenarios,” prior to full 
implementation. 

The Chief was asked if any jobs 
would be lost because of the switch 
to Barrie Fire dispatch. He said that 
no jobs would be lost at BWG Fire & 
Emergency Services - but he couldn’t 
speak to the South Simcoe Police 
dispatch service. 

As for concerns that Barrie, 
servicing 15 fire services could be 
overwhelmed, or lose power, "They 
have backups, regarding redundancy 
in the system,” Gallant said. And 
“if it gets really busy, we could 
have someone monitor the radios 
ourselves.”

It’s a labour of love for Mary 

- a way to honour the memory 
of her daughter Vita and 
granddaughter Stephanie, 
both killed in a tragic traffic 
collision. Litde Stephanie, 
bom profoundly deaf, was the 


recipient of a cochlear implant 
which, Mary says, was like a 
“gift of hearing.” 

A cochlear implant is a 
device that creates a sensation 
in the ear that the brain can 
learn to interpret as sound.
